That the ſum of Twenty pounds be the Fine as ſhall be ſet upon the Defanlters 
at the next Call.

That ſuch Members 4s ſhall be Defaulters at the next Call,and their excuſes 
not allowed, ſhall pay the ſum of Twenty pounds into the hands of Sir Robert 
Pye and Mr. Wheeler, before they come into the Houſe to ſit as Members.
